THE CONSTITUTION (APPLICATION TO JAMMU AND 
KASHMIR) SECOND AMENDMENT ORDER, 1952 

In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (1) of article 370 of 
the Constitution of India, the President, in consultation with the 
Government of the State of Jammu and Kashmir, is pleased to make 
the following Order: — 

1. (1) This Order may be called the Constitution (Application to 
Jammu and Kashmir) Second Amendment Order, 1952. 

(2) It shall come into force on the 17th day of November, 1952. 

2. At the end of paragraph 3 of the Constitution (Application to 
Jammu and Kashmir) Order, 1950 (hereinafter referred to as “the 
principal Order”), there shall be added the words “and to the modifi- 
cation that all references in the said provisions to the Rajpramukh 
shall be construed as references to the Sadar-i-Riyasat of Jammu and 
Kashmir”. 

3. In the Second Schedule to the principal Order, — 

(a) in the entry in the second column relating to Part XIX, 
after the figures “365” the words, brackets and figures “and 
clause (21) of article 366” shall be inserted; and 

(b) in the entry in the second column relating to Part XXI, 
for the figures and word “376 and 378” the figures and word 
“376, 378 and 386” shall be substituted.

DECLARATION UNDER ARTICLE 370(3) OF THE 
CONSTITUTION 

In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (3) of article 370 
of the Constitution of India, the President, on the recommendation 
of the Constituent Assembly of the State of Jammu and Kashmir, is 
pleased to declare that, as from the 17th day of November, 1952, the 
said article 370 shall be operative with the modification that for the 
“Explanation” in clause (1) thereof the following Explanation is 
substituted, namely: — 

“Explanation . — For the purposes of this article, the Govern- 
ment of the State means the person for the time being recognised 
by the President on the recommendation of the Legislative 
Assembly of the State as the Sadar-i-Riyasat of Jammu and 
Kashmir, acting on the advice of the Council of Ministers of the 
State for the time being in office.”
